-Genekal  Duties, 


The  duties  which  are  Imposed  under  existing  btatules  upon  this  Department,  and  whicb  1 
Board  Li  empowered  to  perform  are  nunicroui  and  varied,  being  partly  legislaiive  and  pari 
executive,  and  relate  to  the  general  iiiaiiagement  and  Kipcrvliion  of  the  entire  water  front  of  t 
Cily,  both  that  portion  which  is  owned  by  tbe  City  and  that  which  is  owned  err  claimed  to  be  own^ 
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by  private  individuals,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  711  of  the  New  York  Cit)r 
Consolidation  Act  of  1882,  which  provides  that  the  Department  of  Docks  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
and  control  of  all  the  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
the  exclusive  government  and  regulation  of  all  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads,  etc.,  in  said  City,  not 
owned  by  the  Corporation,  subject  in  certain  particulars  to  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York.  The  Board  of  this  Department  is  also  authorized  by  the 
«iatute  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  duties,  including 
the  setting  aside  of  certain  portions  of  the  water  front  for  the  use  of  the  sp)ecial  kinds  of  commerce 
as  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  promotion  of  business  interests.  To  the  Board  also  are  referred  all 
plans  relating  to  sheds,  structures  and  erections  of  every  kind  along  the  water  front,  and  its  approval 
must  be  obtained  before  such  structures  can  be  erected  and  maintained.  It  is  also  authorized  by 
law  to  carry  out  what  is  known  as  the  **  New  Plan  *'  of  improvement,  subject  to  adoption  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  whom  authority  is  vested  to  make  such  changes  and 
modifications  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time.* 

THIRD.

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  rules  or  regulations  during  the  year. 


*  By  chapter  42a  of  the  Laws  of  1890,  the  Departraent  is  aathons?d,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  extend  and  aher  the  present  pier-head  line  as  now  estabUshed  on  the  Hudson 
Hver  between  Battery  Place  and  Seventieth  street.

$1,487,930.71,  not  including  $325,649.65  collected  by  the  Finance  Department  for  rent  of  ferries^ 
etc.,  which  properly  constitutes  a  part  of  the  revenue  of  the  water-front.

In  the  Matter  of  compensation  for  the  use  of  the  | 
north  half  of  Pier,  old  34,  North  river.  j" 

To  the  Board  of  ConMiissioncrs,  Department  of  Docks  : 

Sirs — This  matter  having  been  referred  to  me  to  examine  and  report,  I  submit  for  the  consid- 
eration of  the  Board  that  in  the  years  18S4,  1885  and  1886,  wharfage  was  collected  amounting  m  each 
year  to  a  little  over  $4,000  per  annum.  It  was  let  in  1887  for  one  year  at  $5,000,  and  in  the  years 
1888  and  1889  it  was  let  for  a  period  of  one  year  each  time  at  $7,000. 

The  premises  were  let  at  short  intervals  for  the  reason  that  the  pier  was  in  very  bad  condition. 
It  is  now  in  such  bad  condition  that  the  Board  does  not  feel  at  liberty  to  expose  it  for  sale  at  public 
auction,  and  have  therefore  come  to  the  conclusion  to  allow  the  parties  (Tremper  &  Morris)  now  in 
possession  to  occupy  the  premise*  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  the  permit  for  such  purpose  to 
be  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  parties  now  in  possession  ask,  in  view  of  the  condition  of  the  pier  and  the  fact  that  they 
merely  occupy  it  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  that  they  should  not  pay  more  than  $500  per 
month,  or  at  the  rate  of  $6,000  per  annum.  As  I  understand  it,  the  parties  are  compelled  to  submit 
to  whatever  terms  the  Department  may  exact  or  else  go  out  of  business. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  under  all  the  circumstances,  $500  per  month  is  a  reason- 
able sum  ($6,000  per  annum).  Moms  &  Tremper  to  make  all  repairs.
